Governor Miller Monday signed 
the O’Neal automobile license bill 
which effective April 1 will place 
the license fee for each passenger 
car upon a basis of weight in lieu 
of horsepower. 


Tags purchased prior to April 
1, however, will be upon a basis 
of horsepower and will be valid 


for the current fiseal year. 

The act fixes the license charge 
on automobiles for private use as 
follows: Not exceeding 2,500 
pounds, $11.25; over 2,500 pounds 
und not exceeding 8,000, $16.75; 
over 3,000 and not exceeding 38,- 
500, $19.25; over 8,500 and not 
exceeding 4,000, $26.25 and over 
4,000, $80.00, 

For motoreycles a fee of $5 is 
charged and with side car added,

How To Cure Pork In 
Hot Weather Is Told 


AUBURN, Ala.—Animal hus- 
bandmen of the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Auburn have 
issued definite instructions as to 
how a farmer may cure meat per- 
fectly if a hog is killed when the 
weather is warm, ‘These instruc- 
tions are based upon an experiment 
conducted at Auburn and official- 
ly reported by Prof. J. C. Grimes. 

“Kill the hog and cut the car- 
cass as wanted,” - said Prof. 
Grimes. ‘Rub salt over the meat. 
Place it in a water-tight barrel. 
(Each 300-pound hog or equiva- 
lent will require one ordinary bar- 
rel.) After meat is placed, crack 
and place over it 200 pounds of 
ice for each 100 pounds of meat. 
Let it stay 24 hours. 

“Then take it up and rub it 
with a curing mixture composed of 
40 pounds of salt, 10 pounds of 
sugar, and 9 ounces of saltpeter. 
(Each 100 pounds of meat needs 
50 pounds of this curing mixture. ) 

“After rubbing meat with this 
curing mixture repack it in iced 
brine in barrel. Pour remainder 
of curing mixture over it. Cover 
barrel with cloth or boards, Let 
it set for 25 days for hogs weigh- 
ing 200 pounds or less; and 30 to 
85 days for hogs weighing 300 
pounds, depending upon the size. 
Take it out, wash with warm water, 
hang, and smoke. This is known 
as the brine cure.” 

This method of curing meat 
worked when hogs were killed late 
in May at a temperature of 85, 
said Mr. Grimes. It means that 
farmers are no longer dependent 
upon cold weather for curing meat. 
They can use artificial ice at a low 
price, thereby avoiding losses and 
improving the quality of their 
meat.

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I told you last week that I hop- 
ed to have a definite plan of help 
for the poor this fall, and that I 
would give it to you this week. 
I’m going to tell you what my idea 
is about the matter, but please 
remember that I only offer it as 
my suggestion, knowing full well 
that your idea might be better than 
mine, but hoping to tell you some- 
thing that may be of help to you. 
There are many good plans to be 
used and if you have one better 
than mine I would be glad to hear 
from you. Till be glad to publish 
any other plan that deserves at- 
tention and will appreciate it very 
much if you will send your’s in 
to me. 

1 

In the first place, I believe that 
we all are agreed to the fact thaat 
many of our people are poor, with- 
out food and without winter 
clothes. There are no banks, fur- 
nishing merchants, or wealthy far- 
mers to whom we may go for as- 
sistance. It has at last gotten to 
where we are all about the same 
and it certainly has reached the 
point that every community must 
care for its own, If we agree that 
this condition confronts us, then 
we must agree that something 
should be done at once in order 
to care for the coming winter 
months. Now, what is there to 
do and how shall we go about it? 

x * * 

My first suggestion is to think 
about food for the winter months. 
Unless we have food we will not 
need clothing and unless we have 
enough food of some kind to go 
around there will not be enough 
for any of us. There is no such 
thing as one man having plenty 
while others are starving in this 
country. We all live or we all die 
so far as food is concerned. Some 
of us may have more or better food 
than others, but we must all have 
food of some kind or none of us 
can have it. The crop year is 
about over and there is nothing 
that can be done this late about 
erowing farm crops. The first 
thing is to see to it that every- 
thing is correctly gathered and 
saved. Save everything that is 
worth saving. If you have some- 
thing that you do not care to save, 
then send for your neighbor and 
give it to him, as he will appreci- 
ate very much, Everything should 
be gathered and housed for the 
winter, All feed crops should also 
be gathered up as closely as is 
possible, for feed is going to be 
searce before Wwe make another 
crop. Save everything and save 
it well, You or your neighbor will 
need it soon. An illustration of 
this is to be found in the gather- 
ing of sweet potatoes, You can 
cut the vines from across the beds 
and wrap them up in the middle 
when you are ready to dig your 
potatoes. These vines will make 
good feed for your cows and hogs 
all the winter and you will be sur- 
prised at the amount of food they 
will get from your potato patch, 
The same thing is true of your 
sugar cane fodder. The thing to 
do is to save it and to save it all 
before it molds or is damaged in 
the patch. Your mules and cows 
will use it all next spring. I give 
you these as illustrations to show 
that EVERYTHING should be 
saved, and it is up to you to tell

in the garden. One man could 
visit dozens of homes in one day 
and could help them all in this 


way. By sending out a number of 
good men to do this work they 


could cover the entire community 
in a very short time. If this is 
done in each community it will in- 
sure us of plenty of vegetables this 
winter and will do much to relieve 
the suffering that is bound to come 
to quite a lot of our folks. Only 
onn thing might give trouble aand 
that is the job of getting up the 
garden seed. I believe every man 
ean do this if he will only try. 
Only a few cents will plant a large 
earden if the seed are bought in 
bulk. Each community should buy 
the seed in bulk and divide them 
out to every one at cost. This plan 
can be put to work if our folks 
will only get in behind it, and there 
is no doubt that it will do a lot 
of good. It will take some of 
your time, but we all have plenty 
of time.

It might be that the Red Cross 
would help your community in get- 
ting seed, but we should not de- 
pend on that plan, This county 
can buy all the garden seed we 
need, and we must do it. If we 
can relieve the” food situation we 
can get by on clothes by staying 
around the fire. Most everybody 
ean get a few cheap clothes. We 
must not wait and depend upon 
the Red Cross or the government 
helping us. We need to get busy 
at the present time and help our- 
selves. I believe that the proper 
management will enable us to get 
by this winter without suffering, 
but we must act now. If you are 
to have a good fall garden you 
must start it off before cold weath- 
er comes.

ECHO OF MAXIMILIA‘N 


The death of a remarkable char- 
acter was chronicled in a press dis- 
patch from Almagerdo, N. M., 
some months age, when Juan Mena 
passed away at the age of 109. 

Mena’s claim to fame did not 
depend upon his great age alone, 
He had commanded the firing 
squad which executed Emperor 
Maximilian of Mexico, with his 
generals, Mijelas, Mirabon and 
Marquez. 

Maximilian, archduke of Aus- 
tria, had accepted the crown of- 
fered him by Napoleon Ill. of 
France and Mexican leaders in 
1864, but his reign was beset with 
difficulties from the beginning. Re- 
fusing to abdicate when it would 
have been policy to have done so, 
he took refuge in Queretaro, where 
he sustained a for several 
weeks, finally being captured by 
the revolutionists. He was tried 
by court-martial and shot on June 
19, 1867. 

Juan Mena, whose duty it be- 
came to carry out the emperor’s 
death sentence, was at the time a 
captain in the revolutionary army, 
in which Porfirio Diaz, afterward 
president, was of the same rank. 
Mena had lived in the United 
States for many years prior to his 
death, and was a highly respected 
citizen, though he could neither 
read nor write. 

The names connected with Maxi- 
milian’s execution form a remark- 
able alliteration: Mexico, Maxi- 
milian, Mijelas, Mirabon, Marquez 
—and Mena, the executioner.

The new rate has 
marked decrease in first class 
and postal authorities now 
cate a return to the two cent rate. 

For example, a firm which form- 
erly sent out thousands of bills 
cach month under two cent post- 
now sends postal card state- 
ments for one cent, Also, it has 
arranged for customers to pay 
their bills by deposits in conyeni- 
ent banks instead of mailing 
checks, with this result: 

Formerly the government re- 
ceived two cents ag postage on the 
mailed bill and another two cents

customers check. If the new} 
scheme had worked: out it would 


have received three cents postage 
on the mailed bill, anothey three 
cents on the envelope with the re- 
mitted check and two cents on the 
check itself, or a total of cight 
cents, But under the arrangement 
devised by the patron it now re- 
ceives only one cent. Many bills 
formerly mailed are now deliver- 
ed by empolyees of various firms 
at less than postage cost. 

In another case, a bank which 
formerly returned customers’ can- 
eeled checks by mail, which 
would cost from three to 15 cents 
for each batch returned at the 
present rate, now holds these can-: 
celed checks and hag patrons call 
at the bank for them. 

Former increases in newspaper 
postal rates caused many large 
publishers to adopt truck delivery 


over wide areas, at a saving to 
them and at a consequent loss to

GADSDEN, Oct, 24.—A 40- 
year-old salesman and a 29-year- 
old young woman were found dead 
in an abandoned field near the 
home of the latter this morning. 

The man, Tom Russell, had been 
shot in the chest with a shotgun, 
and the young woman, a Miss Vel- 
tna Groover, had been beaten to 
death with a single barrel shotgun 
that was found nearby. 

The stock of the shotgun had 
been shattered, by the girl’s as- 


sailants. 
Officers who investigated said 
the couple apparently had been 


killed on a nearby road last night 
and their bodies dragged to the 
spot where they were found.

Butler said there were finger prints
